Your letter to Mr. W. T. O'Donnell has been referred to this office 
for a response. 

We would like to thank you for writing as we are always pleased to hear 
from our Bally Professional Arcade/Computer System customers. 

It is true that in June 1978 we did preview a keyboard add-on or 
programming keyboard, if you will, in order to get some measure of dealer 
and consumer acceptance. During the same time frame we also conducted controlled 
market research in a number of cities to determine market acceptance. 

Unfortunately, due to the results of this research along with the Texas 
Instruments petition to FCC for a rule change in radio frequency interference 
limits, we decided not to release the programming keyboard for production in 
1979. We have also decided not to produce it in 1980. 

However, we have signed a letter of Intent with Fidelity Electronics, 
Limited, Miami, Florida and are presently negotiating a contract that would 
give them the rights to manufacture the Professional Arcade/Computer System. 

If the contract negotiations are favorable, then Fidelity Electronics, 

Limited would also have the option to produce the programming keyboard.

Enclosed you will find a brochure which shows the Videocades which are 
currently available. There are a number of games which are in various 
stages of development which have not as of yet been released for production. 
We cannot project a completion date for these new games until they are 
released. 


At the present time, the only existing Level II software that has 
been released by Bally is that which is included with Bally Basic and 
the Bally Audio Interface. One of the many reasons that we have created 
Bally Basic and neglected future software is that we want the consumer to 
become familiar with programming themself so that they will possibly go 
on to purchase other more sophisticated equipment. 




However, I have also included information concerning the Arcadians 
which is a good source of Level II software. The Arcadians are an 
independent users group which publish a periodical newsletter which 
contains software and hardware information pertaining to Level’s I and 
II.
